A young man recently wrote a comnumicalion to a New 


England newspaper stating (hat his physician had advised him 
to locate in the West, and he asked (lie readers of the paper 
who might be able to do so (o point out the best parts of the 
West in which to settle. 


His letter called out a number of ajiswers whose writers- 


mentioned different localities having-.salubrious climates, and 
one of the writers went so far aslo say that (he West boasts 
some filings besides healthful climates. 
He called attention to 


the fact that fhe very air in many parts of the West is sur- 
charged with land and mining schemes of which'(he "tender- 
foot" needs to be exceedingly wary if he has any regard for his 
financial health. 
In other words, it has made plain that the 


western part of the country is not such a heaven on earth as 
has been represented and imagined. 
It is all right and there 


are good opportunities there, and there are some regions in 
which the climate may be better for persons with weak lungs 
than that of New England. Nevertheless it is true that "dis- 
tance lends enchantment" and flint thousands of eastern peo- 
ple have sought health in fhe West in vain. ' The people of i 
every New England state are familiar with this fact. 
] 


: There was a time when the West held out many induce- 
ments to settlers. Lands were cheap and fertile and there was 
much to be gained by "growing up with the country." 
But 


things are different loday. 
No one will deny fhat the West 


still offers many advantages, but the people of the Easf are 
alive fo the fact that it does not contain them all, and in recent 
years there have been many returns from western stales to the 
opportunities, agricultural and otherwise, of the East. 


And so far as health is concerned (he West has no advantage 


over the East on the whole. There are wanner and dryer sec- 
lions on fhe Pacific slope and in the Southwest where the 
climate is liable to prove beneficial to certain classes of'sufl'er- 
ers, but the former prejudice againsl fhe climate of New Eng-
